MOUNT PLEASANT - Touting trade, 
defending tariffs and shoveling Wiscon- 
sin dirt, President Donald Trump dom- 
inated Thursday’s groundbreaking of 
the Foxconn Technology Group facility. 

He called plans to build a sprawling 
high-tech campus on what last year 
were soybean, corn and cabbage fields 
“the eighth wonder of the world,” and 
touched on a range of issues during a 
speech to hundreds of business and po- 
litical leaders inside a Foxconn building.

Foxconn scales 
back plans for 
its first factory

The Foxconn Technology Group 
manufacturing complex that Presi- 
dent Donald Trump helped launch 
Thursday in Mount Pleasant will differ 
significantly, at least initially, from the 
original plans. 

While two economic-impact analy- 
ses prepared last year and the state’s 
contract with Foxconn say the compa- 
ny will build a type of factory that 
carves display panels out of immense 
sheets of wafer-thin glass, Foxconn

Five dead, others wounded in 
Maryland newspaper shooting

out glass door and fired 
into newsroom

ANNAPOLIS, Md. - A gunman 
opened fire in a newspaper newsroom 
in Maryland’s capital Thursday, killing 
five people and wounding others before 
being taken into custody. 

A law enforcement official said the 


suspect in the shooting at the Capital 
Gazette was Jarrod W. Ramos. 

NBC reported that Ramos, 38, of 
Laurel in neighboring Prince George's 
County, appears to have had a long- 
standing grudge against the newspa- 
per over a 2011 column that reported his 
guilty plea to criminal harassment, ac- 
cording to court records. 

The rampage followed social media 
threats directed at the newspaper. Au- 
thorities said the man entered the 
building in a targeted attack and
